C ^ replied that he really had no busine® 
and had Just tagged along* 

2, ~ CALLB ^k/^ UTILITY said that he probably should tell us about develop- 
ments in Bonn "the previous veek. (Some of the info Is contained in MUNI -9017 
although some of that originated, in newspapers and not with UriM UTILITY 
'said that he finally had briefed the “Kleinc Fraktion" on CATIDE 1 * use of some 
of the CALLTXAK 7 and they were very impressed* He ridiculed Hoecherl’s plans 

to hold a press conference* He felt it yeryimportant that we all work together/ 
on the proposed lav but he agreed with CL- j that any appearance of collusion- 
must be avoided. He* was delighted with the American position that the lav voc?
